| The recent outbreaks of fire»in Dublin 
have recalled to my mind the old fire 
tnarks—designs of a blazing sun—that can 
be seen on three houses in Blessington 
gtreet.. I wonder how many people to-day 
know the significance of these marks, so 
important to Dublin citizens in the days 
when they had not the services of the City 
Fire Brigad¢ to protect them? 

From about the year 1727 the principal 
fire brigades were owned by insurance 
companies, notably the Phoenix, Hand in 
Hand, the Friendly and the Syn; to, the 
last-named belonged. the Blessington 
street marks. When householders insured 
acainst fire they claimed the services of a 
brigade, and the crested plate of the com- 
patiy was placed in a prominent position 
on the insured property. On an outbreak 
pf fire being reported the list of insurance 
holders was consulted, and the brigade 
roncerned turned out. If the unfortunate 
citizen was not insured he was left to the 
tender mercies of the parish Fire Brigade. 
whieh was at that time no model of 
efficiency. A writer of the period actually 
stated that. it- was a common sight to see

the parish fire engine pulled by several 
old men from the workhouse ‘ rushing 
alons at 14 miles per hour ” to the scene 
of fire.

“UNSOUND HUMAN 
MATERIAL '' 


The inability of millions of people to stand, 
git, or breathe properly was declared by Dr. 
L. P. Jacks at the Regional british Con. 
ference of the New Education Fellowship at 
St. Andrew's University yesterday, to be one 
of the chief hindrances to mental education. 
He believed profoundly that the fate of 
civilisation depended finally on the quality of 
the human material that formed the living 
gubstance of society. 

“Tí I were asked,” he said, ‘‘ whence the 
present troubles of the world had arisen, the 
cause of the confusion and chaos, I would 
answer that the unsoundness of the human 
material had far more to do with it than 
the errors of statesmen and the evils of the 
social system, serious as these may be.” 
Physical culture, he said, should be placed 
among education tests of schools, not with 
the object of producing a race of athletes, 
but to bring the body of the citizen under 
intelligent self-control for the normal actiti- 
ties of life.

Sin,—In a letter to-day The O’Donoven 
appears to claim that many Irishmen are 
ready to fight in a war to save Abyssinia 
from Italy. This may be true. But there 
is also a large number cf Irishmen—and 
those not the least worthy—who are de- 
termined not to fight in such a conflict. 
Among them may be numbered a consider- 
able body of present-dey undergraduates— 
the choicest food of cannons—as a member 
of which body I speak. 

Our position briefly is this :— 

A war in Africa may affect the imperial 
interests of England. But no war in Africa, 
or in Central Europe for that matter, can 
directly aamage the spiritual welfare of Ire- 
land. We are Irishmen. Therefore we are 
not called upon to fight. It is not that we 
dislike Fngland. On the contrary, I for one 
feel a great love and admiration for England ; 
but I feel that in such . war IL have no 
direct interest. I am an Irishman, but it is 
more to the pon that 1 am an individualist, 
and, as such, I refuse to poison my per- 
sonality in a hellish, soul-destroying conflict 
to preserve a nation of semi-savages. For, 
heroic though the motive may be, modern 
warfare is inevitably crude, sordid, un- 
chivalrous. 

[I am sorry for the Abyssinians, but they 
must look after themselves. In the 20th 
century it is a full-time job for a man to 
save his own soul. 

I write, not as an individual, but as, in 
some measure, representative of a body of 
opinion; and, therefore, I sign myself—

That is how Bertelli, one of the old carto- 
graphers, described Ireland in the title of one 
of his maps, which is included in the exhrbi- 
tion of early engravel maps of Ireland and 
Great Britain, which ed yesterday in the 
National Library, Dublin. The exhibition 
includes a selective list of old and decorative 
maps, which should prove an interesting 
study for the Was student as well as

students of local history. 

Bertelli's map--Hibernie sire ríande 
insula—was published in Rome in. 15600, and 
is described ás the earliest engraved. map of 


Ireland to be printed separately. it has a 
peculiar orientation, as it follows the practice 
of the Roman and Arabic maps of that period 
with the south on the top. A feature of this 
map, as indeed of all the early maps, is the 
t prominence given to St. Patrick's 
urgatory, Lough Derg. 

Another valuable exhibit is the map of 
Great Britain and Ireland of 1546, which 1s 
attributed to George Lily, and which recently 
was acquired from the Phillips's collection. It 
is stated to be the first of Great Britam and 


Ireland—apart from those published in 
editions of Ptolemy's aphy—ever en- 
graved, and was considered of such import- 
ance that Mr. E. Lynam, of the British 


Museum, has written a monogram on it. A 
derivative map, by Sebastiano di Ré, alse 
is shown. 


“ HY BRAZIL '' 


In those days people’s conception of Ire- 
land was very different from what it is to- 
day. The cartographers seem to have based 
their drawings a good deal on guesswork 
and astronomy; and, as a result, we have 
Ireland represented as a squat block of land, 
with another peculiar-looking piece of terre 
firma beside it In these days also they in- 
cluded a square island which was described 
as Hy Brazil, ' the Isle of the Blest."’ It 
is. interesting that it should have been placed 
off the coast of Cork. This mythical isle is 
included on a map from the Strassburg folio 
edition of Ptolemy's Geographia, dated 1512. 
With the invention of ‘printing, a stimulus 
was given to map-making, and in the 17th 
and 18th century we see Ireland coming 
better into shape. There are the difficult 
peninsulas on the Kerry coast, but somehow 
the map makers seem never to have got 
Ulster and the north-west coast quite right.

DIVISION OF COUNTIES 


About 1680, the cartographers finally had 
got a good idea of the features of Donegal 
and Ulster. In de Witt's attempt, Ireland's 
general contours are very much as they are 
to-day; but the counties were differently 
marked. For instance, Donegal was divided 
in two—Dunghall and Innishowen; the name 
for County Derry was given as Cole- 
raine, while a part of Carlow was on the 


east coast. Moreover, there were two 
serene ehaee and nether, Many of the 
17th and centu map-makers were 


rather careless, for the drawings suggest 
that they were in the habit of selecting a 
particular map and basing their discoveries 
on it. In other cases they merely changed 
the name of the cartographer. 


THE DOWN SURVEY 


{t is through the work of Sir William 
Petty, however, that Ireland was measured 
with a great degree of accuracy. sai Be 
maps were entitled the *‘ Down Survey, be- 
cause he was the first person to actually 
lay down chain measurements. In the collec- 
tion dealing with his work there are copies 
of the 214 baronial maps made by him. They 
showed the lands forfeited alter the Crom- 
wellian conquest. He includes the names of 
places spelled phonetically, and these afford 
much meat for the student of Irish place 
names. Petty’s original maps were captured 
by a French privateer in 1709, and at the 
moment are in the hands of the Bibliotheque 
Nationale in Paris. 


THE PHILLIPS’'S COLLECTION 


Besides the engravings there is a mar- 
vellous manuscript collection of ‘Thomas 
Phillips, containing plans and prospe:ts o! 
the fortified towns and ports of Ireland, to- 
gether with descriptions of harbours and 
anding places. Apparently Phillips, who was 
a military engineer, had been” commissioned 
by the English Governinent.to undertake the 
survey. Some of the drawings are really 
heautiful—that of con being not 
únlike what: it is to-day. e, apparently, 
had accomplished his task in the course of a 
year. It was finished in 1685. As well as 
drawing the prospects, he deseribes. the places 
visited by him.

FARMERS’ CROPS 
MENACED. 


om 


COUNTRY OVERRUN 
WITH RABBITS 


-“ 


N a vear or so the Irish farmer will be 
| called upon to fight one oí the greatest 
battles íor the preservation oí his crops 
that he has ever known. On this occasion his 
enemy will be the rabbit. 

“The whole countryside gradually is being 
overrun with rabbits,” an /rish Times. re- 
porter was informed yesterday. ‘* These 
animals seem to have increased enormously 
iú recent years, and, unless the farmers sit 
up and take notice, they are going to be 
faced with extensive damage to their crops 
in the next few years, laces where one 
could see scarcely one rabbit a year ago are 
alive with them to-day, and still nobody 
seems to be bothering about them. 

““In the summer months the presence ol 
rabbits is not so apparent, as there is plenty 
of green food, such as dandelion, on which 
they can subsist; but when the winter comes 
the root crops of the farmer are gcing to 
suffer. I think that it is the duty of the 
Department of Agriculture to warn the 
farmers of this country of the danger that 
exists if steps are not taken to stamp out 
these pests, Certainly, if things are allowed 
to continue as at present, matters will become 
critical ”’ 


CAUSE OF INCREASE 


The /rish Times reporter made a number 
of inquiries yesterday with a view to dis- 
covering the reason ‘= the huge increase in 
the rabbit tribe in recent years. In some 
places it was stated that the carelessness of 
the farmer himself was much to blame, while 
others said that it was owing to the low 
price received by trappers for the ammals. 
The manager of one of the large poultry 
distributors in the city said that rabbits were 
scarcely ever eaten in the summer time ow!ng 
to the hot weather, and for that reason there 
were no stocks. on the market. The 
rabbit season begins generally about Sep- 
tember and lasts until the following 
January. At the present time, for instance, 
there is no demand at all for rabbits for 
cooking purposes. He said that the trapper 
received about sevenpence each for rabhits. 
Out of this he would have to pay the cost of 
carriage to Dublin or any other centre, and 
then would have to pay commission if they 
were sent to the market. 


POOR RETURN 


The retail price of the animals was about 
tenpence each. If the trapper sold them to 
a local dealer, he would not get anything 
like that for which they would be purchased 
in the markets. In that case it was hardly 
worth the trouble for a trapper to spend a 
day catching. rabbits. lt was estimated 
that, if he succeeded in trapping about 
twelve rabbits in a day, his remuneration 
would not be more than four shillings. It 
was interesting to note, he said, that the 
best rabbits came from the richer agricul- 
ural areas. Animals from sandy or rocky 
lands were not very good for culinary pur- 
poses. 

Another reason given for the multiplica- 
tion of the rabbit family was that the 
farmers were using their firearms more spar- 
ingly than formerly. Although a farmer, 
for a small fee, can take out a licence per- 
mitting him to shoot on his own grounds, 
he does not seem to take advantage of the 


facility. Those in possession of other 
licences do not seem to pay much attention 
to rabbit-shooting, except when game is 
scarce.

tive sting before it could do harm. Now, | 
however, as a well-informed writer on 
Africa tells in The Ninetcenth Century 
and After, a black generation “is grow- 
ing up amidst aeroplanes, wireless and the 
cinema, all of which are becoming common- 
places in their lives, as the train and the 
motor-car have already become.’’ In effect, 
news is diffused among backward races 
now almost as quickly as in the most 
highly civilised lands. Europe still thinks 
of the peoples of the dark continent as 
savages; but a native public opinion has 
come into being. One of the only two re- 
maining independent native States is 
flouted—is denied the right to rank as a 
high contracting party in international in- 
struments, and so to rank as a true nation 
—and behold! the fact is known forth- 
with to every native village from Morocco 
to the Cape. Clearly, then, General 
Smuts's warning was not exaggerated. 
Italy has raised up a danger to the white 
race that cannot be discounted. Whether 
mutterings and threats will lead to blows, 
we will not conjecture now ; but this much 
is certain. The white nations which have 
interests in the lands of the coloured man 
must take stock immediately. A new 
policy must be found for the regulation of 
the intercourse of the races. - Grievances 
must be ended, and a just polity must be 


| established. 


The sentimentalist thinks that this can be 
done with a stroke of the pen. Black men 
have been misused in many places, he 
‘says; very well, give all of them equal 
liberties with whites. He would extend 

mocratic institutions everywhere and 
instantaneously, ‘Set the backward races 
free and all will be well! Unhappily, the 
problem is more complex than sentiment 
} supposes; It need hardly be said that 
democratic institutions, built up through 
an age of painful growth, and requiring 
long education in the people for their 
proper use, are ill-fitted to races that were 
dwelling in tents yesterday, and still are 
unfamiliar with the printed word. Hitherto 
attempts to rule primitive people by high 
European methods resulted 
calamity. Is the solution, then, a frank 
. return to native institutions? Would black 
men rest content if the white man withdrew 
all his officials from their reserves and 
bade their chieftains restore their 
patriarchal rule? This course, too, is im- 
practicable. The black peoples 
tasted the white man’s individualism. 
They have a vision, though dim, of the 
ideal of citizenship: They will not be 
content to subdue their personalities to 
the will of chief or tribal king, and the 
chiefs themselves would be unwilling to 
resume authority which entailed dis- 
comforts that they have outgrown. In 
fine, if it would be disastrous to go forw ard 
too fast or too far, it would be impossible 
to go backward. Neither democracy nor 
tribalism is practicable, or, if partly 
practicable, desirable. Direct rule of 
autocratic whites who regarded all natives 
as undistinguished subjects could thrive 
only in the warlike days of pioneers, 
Indirect rule, by which authority was 
devolved to native chiefs, is being 
attempted, but is not prospering because it 
fails to satisfy the disturbance in the 
native mind, Yet the natives have some 
vague vision of their desires. The Liberian 
Republic—the only black independent 
State save the threatened Ethiopia—is 
misgoverned without doubt ; yet there con- 
tinues a steady migration from Sierra 
Leone, administered by Europeans, into 
the black State. 

What makes the problem most diffieult 
is the fact that its terms vary in every part 
of Africa. A solution which would pacify 
East Africa would fail in West Africa. 
In the Union of South Africa black men 
are content with arrangements against 
which Ethiopia now prepares to fight. The 
Union’s. Constitution is based on white 
ascendancy. Boer and Briton unite to 
maintain a white State, and yield to the 
blacks just rule, indeed, but no equality of 
rights. The statesmanship of General 
Smuts and his fellow-Afrikanders is a 
triumph of empiricism. Peace between the 
races is maintained by sheer character ; 
if the black masses should claim 
political equality, a trial of strength would 
be invited wherein the whites must be over- 
whelmed.

White Man’s Magic 


An African chieftain has arrived in 
London to take part in a film of the life 
of Cecil Rhodes. So far he has made no 
pronouncement about the London police, 
and no one knows whether he thinks they 
are wonderful or not ; but he has something 
to say about himself as an actor. It 
surprised him to see how ferocious he has 
become on the screen. ‘‘ Can it be that 
the magic of the white man has trans- 
formed me into a lion?” he asked in 
surprise. The true answer, of course, was 
that the magic of the white man had trans- 
formed him into something which would 
bring the public to the glass, window of 
the box office ; but this was not explained 
to the chief, as his knowledge of English 
is still somewhat rudimentary, and the 
studio officials, in addition, did not like 
to hurt the feelings of their distinguished 
guest. We sympathise with the African 
chieftain. He came from his native !and 
a cultured, high-born gentleman, and 
then, at the dictates of “ film Tsars.” he 
was compelled to behave like one of his 
moré irresponsible subjects, frightening 
little children, and, in general, forgetting 
himself, Some time ago the Chinese 
Government made a formal protest against 
the habit of using actors and actresses of 
Chinese extraction for the more villainous 
parts in horror films; and now we feel 
that the Matabele authorities well may 
have something to say about this recent 
exploitation of one of the ledding citizens 
of their community. Apart from the inter- 
national complications of the incident, 
however, it opens up a new and fairly 
interesting train of thought. Do the 
Japanese, the Turks and the other peoples 
who have plunged into the production of 
‘‘ canned ”’ drama, call for an Englishman 
when they want someone to tear an arm 
off the hero or cast the orphaned heroine 
out into the snow? To the inhabitants of 
the British Isles, influenced by the cinema, 
the city of Shanghai is the epitome of all 
that is evil, and Constantinople is regarded 
as the heart of vice. Is it not fair to 
assume that, when the Japanese or the 
Turks are looking for a suitable venue for 
a murder mystery, they will select Notting- 
ham, or even Mid Wallop, as the most 
sinister location?

C, Bing, dropped a verbal bombshel! 
on the placid proceedings of the Penal 
Congress here to-day by openly criticising 
Nazi justice. á 
Delegates had been discussing a German 
report on methods of curtailing sn J 
drawn-out trials, when Mr. Bing suddenly 
rose and said: “ The idea of giving the 
judge the right to curtail the length of 
speeches and to refuse evidence to shorten 
the trial is entirely contrary to English 
ideas of justice. We feel that the proposal 
to shorten trials has been introduced here 
in order to obtain international sanction 
for that type of trial which takes place 
in this country. The trial of Thaelmann 
is coming soon, but Germany’s justice will 
be on trial as well.”’ 


DELEGATES PROTEST 


At this point a rumble of protest from 
the Nazi delegates began. 

Mr. Bing went on: ‘If you conduct th- 
Thaelmann trial along these lines, it will 
be difficult. . .”” The rumble grew louder 
and the Chairman interrupted: ‘‘ This is 
a scientific Congress, and the speaker 
should not resort to irrelevant examples.” 

Mr. Bing sat down. 

In an interview with Reuter’s after the 
Congress Mr. Bing said: “I did not want 
to disturb the Congress, but I felt it was 
my duty to reply to the points which had 
been raised,”’ 

In another section a French delegate 
rose and denounced what he described as 
‘‘ Nazi repression as exentplified in con- 
centration camps.”’ 

Later this afternoon Dr. Frank Head, 
of the Academy of Jurists, pleaded with 
the delegates against international boy- 
cotting. He declared: “If on the terri- 
tory of one State systematic propaganda 
is carried out for the boycott of the goods 
of another nation, this is just as much a 
menace to international juridical peace as 
are revolutionary and war propaganda.”

iy the near future people of.the Free 
State will pay more for their ice-cream, 
or the wafer that they get will be smaller 
In size. What is far more important, how- 
ever, is that the price of cream also will 
be increased. It usually is sold in cartons 
ranging from 6d. to 114d., and so on. The 
price of the smaller carton may be in 
creased by as much as 4d., and the rise in 
price probably will be in proportion for 
the larger quantities. It is possible that 
the carton may be made smaller, but in 
view of the standard production sizes this 
is not thought likely. 7 

In both instances the increases will be 
directly due to Orders made by the 
Minister for Agriculture, under Section 18 
of the Dairy Produce (Prices Stabilisation ) 
Act, 1935. The Bulk Cream (Levy) 
Order, 1935, prescribes a levy of 2s. ód. 
per gallon on bulk cream, with effect from 
the lst August last. This means that not 
only will dairy proprietors have to pay a 
levy on the cream which they will sell 
during the remainder of the season, but 
they also will have to pay it on the 
quantity sold by them from the Ist August 
last. As cream is used in the manu-

cream, the price of this commodity pro- 
bably will be affected. In this case, how- 
ever, the increase may be passed on to the 
consumer by making the wafer smaller. 


LEVY ON PAST SALES 


One of the larger dairy proprietors and 
ice-cream manufacturers explained the 
position to an Irish Times reporter last 
evening. “The Minister’s Order will 
naturally mean, sooner or later, an 
increase in the price of cream to the con 
sumer,” he said. “TI have been in con- 
sultation with managers of other dairies, 
and some of them apparently do not 
realise the position. I spoke to an 
authority about the matter to-day, and 


| he informs me that there is no doubt that 


the levy is going to be collected from us. 
not only on the quantity of cream we are 
about to sell, but also on the cream we 
have sold since the beginning of the 
month, 

‘Tt all seems very unfair, but the 
Government is apparently determined that 
nobody shall escape.

There 
probably will be less cream and ice-cream 


becoming impatient about these rises in 
price, and rightly so. I cannot, of course, 
say at the moment how the -new levy will 
actually affect prices. The price of the 
6d. carton will probably rise by jd., and 
there will be a consequent rise in price 
up the scale of present costs. ~The same 
thing will occur in the ice-cream trade; 
but the difference here will be negligible, 
and will probably take the form of re- 
ducing the size of the popular ‘slider,’ or 
wafer.”’

in central areas; (2) reduce costs of 
transport ; (ó) give citizens improved ser- 
vices; (4) provide better conditions for 
transport workers, and (5). offer Tram- 
ways Coimpany shareholders the prospect 
of reasonable dividends on a total capital 
of £2,500,000. 

In the contributions referred to certain 
basic assumptions were relied upon— 
namely, that the Dublin United Tram- 
ways Company’s rolling stock of 500 tram- 
cars and 3550 omnibuses were largely obso- 
lete in character and redundant in 
number, and that the substitution of such 
tramcars and obsolete *buses by modern 
vehicles was dictated both by considera- 
tions of general traffic convenience and by 
the urgent need to prevent increases in the 
costs of public service transport. 


RESULTS OF STRIKE 
SETTLEMENT 


To-day, owing to the organised and 
shortsighted demands of certain groups of 
employés, and to the Government's and 
(or) the Tramways Company’s failure to 
review the whole position in the light of 
new transport conditions, the inevitable 
has happened—and, from the citizens’ 
point of view, it is bad in every respect. 
On one side substantial numbers of 
‘‘ sheltered ’’ and privileged employés are 
retained to operate obsolete and excessive 
rolling stock; on the other hand many 
thousands of ‘‘unsheltered’’ “wage- 
earners are compelled either to deny them- 
selves the advantages of public transport 
or to forego some other of life’s impera- 
tive necessities. ‘‘ Peter,’’ the ‘‘ unshel- 
tered ” artisan, or shop assistant or 
schoolchild, is compelled to pay tribute to 
‘*Paul,’’ whose redundaiit services are 
ruthlessly imposed on the community. 


REDUNDANT VEHICLES AND 
EMPLOYES 

The issue of redundancy is vital. It lay 
at the root of the strike ; dominated all the 
negotiations, and prolonged the period of 
acute public inconvenience. The same 
issue, in a much exaggerated form, now 
presents itself to many hundreds of house- 
holds to whom the steepening of travel 
outlays means more or less serious de- 
privation ; to tramway directors who are 
driven to gamble—with the dice heavily 
loaded against them—on the chance that 
higher fares may produce greater revenues 
—and to bodies of employés who must 
realise that their new wag: scale is neces- 
sarily temporary, and is extremely pre- 
carious. 

Let us face the issue. If, let us say, 
1,000 drivers and conductors of modern and 


| efficient vehicles would be capable of

There can be little doubt that | 


rendering the same public service as it at 
present rendered by 1,500 drivers and con- 
ductors of obsolete and inefficient vehicles, 
the first clear consequence is that 500 men 
are in receipt not of legitimate and useful 
wages, but of a particularly vicious form 
of concealed outdoor relief. Why so 
vicious? For three reasons. First, and 
generally, because it places an effective 
premium on transport inefficiency and so 
confuses the whole issue. -Secondly, 
because the use of unnecessary vehicles 
seriously complicates big and insistent 
problems of traffic re-organisation in con- 
gested areas. And, thirdly, because the 
cost of such ‘‘ outdoor relief ” falls mainly 
upon the shoulders of those who are least 
able to bear it. 

Then the question, vital to all the parties 
concerned: Is there, in fact, a serious re- 
dundancy of vehicles and operators? 
Would a smaller number of more com- 
modious vehicles render equal public 
service, reduce outlays per “ passenger 
mile,” and—consistently with these vital 
needs—offer some reasonable hope of 
moderate returns to Tramway share- 
holders?

I of tomatoes into the Free State. Native 
unable to meet con- 
sumers’ demanda Prices are consequently 
what the shopkeepers ask. Undoubtedly the 
home product is superior to anything offered 
by foreign suppliers, but the disparity in 
price is scarcely in ratio to the difference in 
quality. 

From inquiries made yesterday it was ascer- 
tained that Dutch tomatoes could be sold at 
half the price of the Free State product, 
even if the supplies were adequate. Irish 
tomatoes are marketed at i0d. and 11d. a 
lb. wholesale. and can be seen on offer in 
shops at the figure of 1s. 6d. a lb. 


TARIFFS AND QUOTAS 


There is a British tariff on tomatoes of 
20 per cent. ad valorem Here there is no 
tariff, but importation can only be arranged 
by quota under licence There are firms 
that imported 50,000 Ibs. of tomatoes last 
month which are without a quota for August. 

A special effort is being made to meet 
this situation and to encourage the production 
of tomatoes in the Irish Free State; despite 
the fact that the weather generally is not 
“quick enough ” as compared with that ol 
Continental tomato-growing countries. 

An exhibition, which is unique in Ireland 
or England, was opened. yesterday by Sir 
James Wm. Mackey and Co., the seed 
merchants, at their premises; 23 Upper 
O'Connell street, Dublin, of tomatoes grown 
in the Free State in competition for awards 
offered by the promoters.

Two attempts are to be made to swim 
the Channel to-day. 

Dr. G. B. Brewster, of Southwark, and 
Mr. Haydn Taylor, a Cleethorpes dentist, 
left Dover last night in motor boats for 
Cape Gris Nez, with the intention of enter- 
ing the water at about 1.45 a.m. This is 
Dr. Brewster's tenth attempt on the 
Channel, and the third time he has tried 
from Cape Gris Nez.

Mrs. Taylor will 
be on the accompanying motor boat, and 
one of his witnesses will be Mr. H. T.

Some of the reso- 
lutions and amendments contain the proviso 
that such honours should be accepted only 
so far as they are necessary to provide a 
Socialist Opposition in the House ol Senda.

N the Crimes Court, Belfast, this morning,

in Belfast. The charges arose out of informa- 
tion supplied to the police by civilians of an 
al attack on a house in Benburb street, 
Belfast, on July 16, when Mrs. Ellen Smith 
left her home, and is now residing at Rodney 
Drive. 

The decisions announced were as follow :— 

Dismissed on the meritse—Annie Pike, 
frenchpark street. 

Placed on probation and ordered to find 
bail—Mary Smith, Lily Batchelor, John 
Evans, James Robinson, and Annie Walker, 
all of Benburb street; and Sarah Currie, 
Lecale street. 

One month's imprisonment — Thomas 
Evans and William Smith, Benburb street. 

Two months’ imprisonment—John Hainon, 
Tavanagh street. 

For the defendants Mr. N. Tughan served 
notice of appeal in the imprisonment cases, 
and the defendants concerned were admitted 
to bail. 

Major J. D. M. McCallum, R.M.. 
announcing the decision of the Court, said 
that there was actually no damage done at 
the time. If there had been any deliberate 
smashing of the house the Court would fot 
have dealt with the cases in the way they 
did. As regards Annie Pike, the Court was 
not satisfied that there should be a convic- 
tion, and she would be given the benefit of 
the doubt. They regarded Hainon as the 
ringleader of the party. 


SEQUEL TO A SPEECH 


A speech made by Thomas Geehan, 
Glenard Park, to people who had taken 
possession of houses in the course of erec- 
tion in the Glenard Estate, Ardoyne, had a 
sequel in the Belfast, Summons Court to-day. 

Geehan was alleged to have incited the 
people to resist lawful eviction, and was 
summoned to show cause why he should not 
be bound over to be of good behaviour. It 
was stated in evidence that Geehan declared: 

"I am going to tell the Government and the 
authorities that if they: attempt to evict the 
refugees there will be a fight. It will start 
in Ardoyne and spread all over the city. 
There will be reprisals; murder, looting and 
burning like we had a few weeks ago will 
take place in Belfast again.” 

After hearing the evidence Major J. D. 
McCallum, R.M., ordered Geehan to entet 


and an immediate warrant for his arrest was 
issued. He left the court in custody t serve 
fourteen days’ imprisonment. 

Head-Constable Nelson, who prosecuted, 
explained that during the troubles in the city 
last month a number of families were evicted 
from their homes in various parts of the city, 
and about 100 of these families came to the 
Glenard Estate, off the Crumlin road, and 
occupied a number of unfinished houses with. 
out the consent of the agent. On July ól, 
Mr. McKibbin served notices on the people 
to leave the houses. After the notices were 
received a meeting was held at Highfield, off 
Flax street, convenient to the estate, and 
Geehan addressed the meeting. 

The Head-Constable then entered the 
witness-box, and said that he listened to the 
speech and noted some of the passages. When 
he returned to the barrack about ten minutes 
later he made a note of those passages. The 
passages were :— I 

“This is the first meeting I have addressed 
in Belfast since Jubilee Week. The Ulster 
Protestant League, which is composed of 
scoundrels. had our meetings at the Custom 
House Steps stopped.” 

“We lav a definite charge at the door of 
the Government for the pogrom that has 
taken place in Belfast during the past few 
weeks, Pogroms are peculiar to Belfast. The 
Government and the authorities failed to 
afford protection to the poor people who were 
were evicted from their homes. 

“Sir Basil Brooke and Lord Craigavon 
should be put in jail.’ — 

Referring to the notices which had been 
served, Geehan said: ‘ Some people might 
thing the notices were bluff, but not & bit 
of it. There is a deflaite purpose behind it. 
McKibbin thinks a few will get frightened 
and go, and that the rest will then follow.
